DESCRIPTION

The proposed legislation provides that persons who perform amarriage shall certify the fact of
the marriage and return the license to the official who issued the license within sixty days after
the ceremony.

The proposed legidation woud make it public policy in the State of Missouri to recognize
marriage only between aman and awoman and any purported marriage not between aman and a
woman would be invalid. No recorder will issue amarriage license, except to aman and a
woman. Same sex marriages will not berecognized for any purposein Missouri even when valid
elsewhere.

Thislegidation is not federally mandated, would not duplicate any other program and would not
require additional capital improvements or rental space.
